The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims are directed to a method of detecting cancer of the stomach or small 
intestine by measuring SEQ ID N0:1 or 2 in a sample and patient. The closest prior art 
is the art of Soppet et al (US Patent 5,861 ,494, filed 6/95) which teaches detection of 
colon cancer and metastasis of colon cancer by detection of SEQ ID N0:1 and 2 
wherein SEQ ID N0:2 is identical to SEQ ID N0:2 in the instant application. Soppet et 
al does not teach or fairiy suggest a method of detecting stomach or small intestine 
cancer because Soppet et al uses a colon sample and does not suggest or teach using 
a sample of stomach or small intestine to determine metastasis or detecting metastasis 
of colon cancer to the stomach or small intestine.
